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Foundation flounders in fund-raising challenge S¢evenment 


Mi GRANT: RSC struggles 
during final hours of 
fund-raising effort to win 

$1 million in federal monies

SANTA ANA-Time is running out 
for RSC’s Foundation office to meet 
the $500,001 U.S. Department of 
Education Endowment Challenge 
Grant offered to this college more 
than one year ago. 

According to Patti Cole, RSC 
Community Relations Coordina- 


Santa Ana Campus 


tor, the deadline for raising the half 
million dollars is Oct.1.So far they 
have tallied about $374,000. 

If the college manages to raise 
the money, the U.S. Department of 
Education will guarantee a fund 
match of two dollars for every dollar 
raised. 

Within 20 years, RSC would be 
able to generate a $5 million en- 
dowment through reinvestment of 
50 percent of the annual interest. 
The other half of the interest, 
$75,000 per year, may be used as 
the college chooses, Cole said. 

According to Cole, this extra 


money can be used to improve a 
variety of programs which may 
include; faculty development, new 
faculty chairs, doubling the cur- 
rent scholarship programs includ- 
ing the addition of two new pro- 
grams per year, major upgrades in 
athletic equipment, enhancing new 
course curriculum complete with 
materials, equipment and staff, and 
library resource acquisitions. 

At the end of the investment cycle, 
the endowment will generate about 
$500,000 per year of unrestricted 
money for the college, amounting 
to an additional $2.5 million over- 


all, without ever touching the prin- 
cipal, Cole said. 

Although more than $374,00 has 
been raised from various sources 
including gifts and fundraising 
activities, Cole said, this leaves the 
Foundation short by about $126,000 
with outstanding pledges totaling 
$40,000. 

“We hoped for 75 gifts of $5,000 
each,” she said “ and so far we have 
received 15 of those.” 

According to Cole a recent be- 
quest of $100,000 from a Mrs. Grace 
Albert, to benefit Asian students at

Constitutional 
revision leads 
way with 
electoral 
reform 
Statutes

JOHNSON CENTER - After 24 
years of strict rules concerning eli- 
gibility for a student government 
position, the newly revised ASB 
constitution now opens opportuni- 
ties for all students in the district to 
run for office. 

According to Chris Sandoval, ASB 
president and author of the revi- 
sions, “Anybody from any campus 
can run for any office as long as 
they’re in the district.” 

In order to run for ASB presi- 
dent, vice-president, or treasurer, 
the constitution previously stated 
that the student had to be from the 
Santa Ana campus. 

Because Sandoval attended the 
Orange campus full-time, he felt 
the constitution was unfair. 

“T think there was an agreement 
that it shouldn’t be like that. But 
no one had taken the time to go 
about the extensive process it would 
take to change it,” he said. 

Another significant revision es- 
tablishes the groundwork for stu- 
dent identification cards. Sando- 
val said, “Thenew student IDcards 
will make things alot simpler when 
the students want to use the library, 
the tutorial center, or when they 
want to make a counseling appoint- 
ment. It provides easy access to

Police try to link Gainsville 


suspect to Louisiana triple murder 

TAMPA, Fla. (CPS) - The chief suspect in the killings of five 
students in Gainsville may face three murder charges in his 
hometown in Louisiana, according to a police affidavit. 

The affidavit from Shreveport, La., police was filed in support of 
a search warrant to obtain saliva, blood and hair samples from 
Danny Harold Rolling, 37. 

Shreveport police say the samples may link Rolling to the murders 
because the car used in the robbery was stolen from an apartment 
complex near the University of Florida. 

Although Rolling is suspected in the Shreveport and Gainsville 
killings, no charges have been filed against him in either case. 


Stanford employees 


enroll in Finance 101 

PALO ALTO, Calif. (CPS) - Stanford University officials are trying 
to clean up their finances after a billing scandal forced the school to 
return more than a million dollars to the government. 

The latest discovery by an outside firm analyzing the Stanford 
books is that the school improperly billed the government for 
upkeep of a mausoleum where the univeristy’s namesake is buried. 

Stanford voluntarily returned the money - about $1,500 a year for 
six years - and is continuing its probe into its accounts. 

“It’s like weeding a garden,” says Larry Horton, vice president of 
public affairs. “We knew we would uncover incorrect things and this 
is just the latest one of them.” 

Recently, about 2,300 university employees who approve ex- 
penditures were required to take a class on how to handle research 
funding, Horton said. One of those employees was President 
Donald Kennedy, who announced his resignation in August 1992 
because of the billing scandal.

PITTSBURGH (CPS) - The results of a recent Carnegie Mello 
University study came as no surprise to most medical experts - high 
stress levels can almost double a person's chances of getting a 
cold. Ps 

That finding is nothing to sneeze at if you’re a college student. 
Health experts estimate that the common cold accounts for about 
one-third of the illnesses for which students seek treatment. 

“There’s no question that a link exists” between stress and its 
suppression of the body’s immune system, says Barbara Driscoll, 
health center director at Clark University in Worster, Mass. 

Driscoll thinks that link is especially strong in college students. 
“Students are a very high stress group because they are always in 
such a state of flux,” she said.

Management District, under fed- 
eral mandate, requires a certain 
number of parking spaces be used 
only for car-pooling. Johnson said, 
“Part of the problem is that there 
are just too many cars on campus, 
and 50 more parking spots will be 
taken from the faculty and staff 
lots and made into car-pool park- 
ing places.” 

According to J.J. King, director 
of purchasing and transportation 
services, the AQMD requires ev- 
ery company with one hundred 
employees or more to submit a 
“Trip Reduction Plan” which calls 
for increasing ridership and de- 
creasing the number of cars on the 
premises. King said, “The AQMD 
has set the average vehicle rider- 
ship goal at 1.5 persons per car.”

King adds that since 1989, under 
compliance with the AQMD, RSC 
has submitted two plans for its 
Santa Ana campus. The first showed 
an AVR of 1.09, the second plan 
showed an increase to 1.13 AVR. 
The AQMD wants to see improve- 
ment toward the 1.5 AVR goal, 
and King said fines can be hefty for 
those who do not comply ... as 
much as 25 thousand dollars a day. 

What about using the money 
collected from parking permits to 
help solve the parking problem? 
Partridge said 444 thousand dol- 
lars was collected last year from 
the purchase of parking permits. 
This year, 80 thousand dollars will 
goto pay for security officers salar- 
ies, supplies and equipment related 
to parking services; another 80 thou- 
sand designated for maintaining 
the surface areas (ie. resealing,

striping); an additional 180 thou- 
sand dollars has been set aside for 
repayment of money borrowed form 
the capitol outlay fund to build the 
Orange campus parking lots; and 
the balance, approximately 104 
thousand dollars will go toward 
the maintenance and repair of land- 
scape areas, lights etc. According 
to Partridge, only 35 to 40 thou- 
sand dollars was generated from 
parking fines last year. That money, 
unlike the parking permit money 
which is put in a designated fund 
and may only be used for parking 
related services, is put ina general 
fund,.and may be used for addi- 
tional parking needs or for other 
things. 

There are possible solutions being 
considered, but none without its 
list of flaws. One thought is to 
build up. According to Johnson, 


“A parking structure is extremely 
expensive, provides huge safety 
risks and supervision problems.” 
He adds further that a parking struc- 
ture doesn’t justify the few extra 
spaces it provides. Another con- 
sideration is to acquire additional 
property though the parking fee. 
The last fee increase was in 1981 
when the amount for a parking 
sticker jumped form 12 dollars to 
18 dollars where it stands today. 
Faculty members still pay 12 dol- 
lars a semester for a parking sticker, 
but there are plans to increase that 
to the same amount students pay. 
Partridge says we will probably 
see parking fees increased to 16 
dollars a semester for both faculty 
and students. Partridge said, “the 
extramoney will be used for emer- 
gency phones in existing parking 
lots, and for expediting repayment

for the Orange campus parking.” 

So where does that leave us? There 
are some alternatives to parking on 
campus, but each requires some 
effort on our part. 

One option is to use the First 
Christian Church parking lot lo- 
cated down the street from the Santa 
Ana campus. Johnson said there ‘ 
are a couple hundred spaces avail- 
able. Another option is to park 
along College Ave. Still other 
ideas include shifting classes to 
other sites. 

Many RSC staff members are on 
the 80-9 program, where they work 
80 hours in 9 days and take the 10th 
day off, that opens up additional 
parking spaces. Then of course, 
there are the more obvious solu- 
tions ... riding a bike, and certainly 
the biggest push these days, to car- 
pool.

didn’t look as good as they do 
today for Gloria Davenport and 
her cohorts at New Horizons. Many 
of their offerings, including Asser- 
tive Self-Development, were on 
the Proposition 13 “hit list”. 

Entire sections of the human 
services catalog were declared fringe 
areas and ordered off the curricu- 
lum: Personal growth, assertion 
training, self esteem building, 
wellness promotion, and time 
management all disappeared from 
RSC. 

“Many of the. really valuable 
offerings from human services were 
declared off limits and everything 
kind of died for a while,” Daven- 
port said. 

New Horizons is a federally 
funded human development pro- 
gram that provides support to single 
parents, displaced homemakers, 
people seeking non-traditional 
occupations, senior citizens, return- 
ing students, people with linguistic 
problems, and just about anyone 
who needs a little help. The Viet- 
namese counselor, for instance, 
translates books into english in ad- 
dition to carrying a full counseling 
load. 

Five years ago New Horizons 
began slipping fringe courses back 
into the curriculum. They waited 
for the midnight knock on the door, 
but it never came. Today they offer 
a variety of courses and services 
for students seeking to leap ahead 
in life. It’s a mode of human inter- 
action usually associated with more 
liberal areas of the country. But, 
“the human potential movement is 
alive and well in Orange county”, 
Davenport said, “it’s just mostly

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Assertive self-development program hits stride 
as human services program flourishes 


underground.” 

According to Davenport, who 
teaches the evening section of 
Assertive Self Development, “We 
have a very heavy duty introspec- 
tive self development kind of a 
class with elements of Transac- 
tional Analysis, assertion training, 
self esteem building, and stress 
management.” 

Warm fuzzies, which are posi- 
tive unconditional strokes, are their 
[the students] strongest working 
tool. “A cup of coffee, a piece of 
candy, a smile, or an outright 
compliment, any of these can work 
as a warm fuzzy, as long as they 
are genuine and effective” says 
Davenport. If this sounds too much 
like kindergarten to you, consider 
the fact that two of their early 
assignments are giving a warm fuzzy 
to two total strangers and giving 
oné.to someone you have a prob- 
lem with. 

Those assignments begin “skills 
practice”, which includes logging

the warm fuzzies you give, accept, 
reject, prevent, and ask for...yes 
ask for. Logs are gone over weekly 
in study groups. Together students 
decide how they did and what they 
will do differently next time. Ev- 
eryone keeps charts of these fuzzy 
categories to monitor their own 
progress. 

The last item on the list, asking 
for compliments, is by far the most 
difficult and most effective warm 
fuzzy of them all. According to 
Gloria “it leads to accurate tar- 
geted strokes whichare very etfec- 
tive.” 

Even back rubs, the signature 
expressions of human potential 
groups, gét a new twist. One of the 
early lessons is that you have to be 
clear on what you want, and nego- 
tiate to get it. The first night stu- 
dents are herded into a line and 
everyone rubs the back of the per- 
son in front of them. In order to get 
a good back rub, students have to 
get their counterpart to rub their 


classroom. 


difference. 


back the way they like. “Many 
people don’t even like back rubs,” 
says Davenport, “which leaves them 
with their first lesson in assertion 
training - negotiating their way out 
of the exercise.” 

The whole class period is spent 
doing unexpected things like this. 
Introducing yourself to people you 
don’t know, drawing pictures of 
your fundamental self, and creat- 
ing skits about your worst enemy 
are only some of them. “We do a 
lot of it”, said Davenport, “Be- 
cause when we doa group process, 
it stays. And when I lecture, it 
doesn’t. Everything is aimed at 
building up people so they can 
walk out of here with self-empow- 
erment, a personal sense of confi- 
dence, and a lot of self-esteem.” 

Early in the class students are 
polled and asked what kinds of 
things are holding them back in 
life. The class is then tailored to 
those specific situations. Most 
people have one or more people in 


their lives that give them so much 
grief and aggravation that it keeps 
them from getting ahead. Dealing 
with difficult people is a constant 
theme. When they are ready, stu- 
dents are led through the formal 
exercise of creating a Personal 
Growth Contract, one of the hard- 
est tasks in the course. It requires 
conjuring up a major self develop- 
ment task that can be done in six to 
eight weeks, four ways of working 
at it anda method of tracking prog- 
ress on paper. 

Done correctly, Davenport said, * 
personal growth contracts can be 
remarkably effective. One student 
decided he wanted to communi- 
cate effectively with his boss at 
work. The boss was totally isolated 
and universally hated. The student 
began by noticing the boss each 
day, worked up to a smile and a 
nod, and eventually was able to 
deliver a full compliment. The boss 
could not remember ever having 
been complimented before. It 
brought her completely out of her 
shell, making the office an enjoy- 
able place to work. Many students 
report successes like this. 

According to Davenport, at the 
heart of the assertive self-develop- 
ment philosophy is the feeling that 
we either develop the skills to work 
on the problem situations in our 
lives or our anger and frustration 
build up to toxic levels and we 
begin living toxically. 

High mental toxic levels are why 
we loose a job, get kicked out of 
school, or have trouble with our 
neighbors. The solution seems to 
be a high-voltage nuclear powered 
good will delivered with the clar- 
ity and precision of a martial arts 
combatant.

And the Fanti to Trent Julian combina- 
tion has lethal possibilities. 

The real Litmus test for the Dons will 
come on October 5 when they face El 
Camino College at Eddie West Field. 
The Warriors beat the Dons in a high 
scoring heart breaker last year 51-47 
and if the Dons are going to have a 
chance to test their mettle it will be 
here. 

Going in, El Camino may have one 
of the strongest squads in the division 
and will provide RSC with their first 
real hurdle of the season. 

And it is a high one.

Dons roll in home opener, 49-0 


= Five San Diego 
turnovers key 
to RSC's rout

EDDIE WEST STADIUM, Santa Ana - 
Rancho Santiago, taking advantage of seven 
San Diego Mesa turnovers - five of which 
led to Don touchdowns - crushed the Olym- 
pians 49-0 before about 1000 fans in the 
Mission Conference season opener Satur- 
day night. 

It wasn’t that the visitors were that bad; 
the Dons were simply that good. Coach 
Dave Ogas, starting his tenth season at 
RSC, summed it up best: “Taking the of- 
fense, the defense, the special teams and the 
little things the coaches look for, this was 
one of the best opening games we’ ve ever 
had since I’ve been here.” 

RSC started slowly, but came to life half- 
way through the first quarter when Mesa 
quarterback Lee Wiblebski fumbled on his 
own 15. Isaac Alo recovered and the Dons 
were in business. Second-year QB Rich 
Fanti wasted no time capitalizing, rolling to 
his right on the first play and hitting wide 
receiver Trent Julian with a scoring strike. 
David Knorr kicked the extra point and the 
Dons led 7-0. 

It was the first of four touchdown passes 
for Fanti, who last year racked up 1,648 
yards and 16 TDs while setting a Mission 
Conference completion record of 66.5 per- 
cent (119 of 179). For Julian, it was his first 
of three TD catches for the night, tying a 
school record set by Paul Peters in a 1988 
game against Riverside. 

Early in the second quarter, freshman 
linebacker Rob Schaefer intercepted a 
Wiblebski pass at the Don 45 and ran it back 
to the Mesa 31. Four plays later from the 13, 
Fanti rolled to his right again and hit tight 
end Lynn Iosua for the second score. Knorr’s 


_PAT made it 14-0 and the rout was on. 


On the ensuing kickoff, the Olympians’ 

Sydney Etheridge fielded the ball at the five 
yard line and weaved his way to the Mesa 
46, giving the visitors their best field posi- 
tion. 
But two plays later Wiblebski was inter- 
cepted again, this time by free safety Gary 
Bladow, who ran it back to the Mesa 36. 
While the Dons couldn’t capitalize, their 
swarming defensive play kept the Mesans 
in their own end most of the night. 

With time running out in the half, Olym- 
pians running back Peter Ervin fumbled on 
his own 28, and Damon Bland recovered for 
the Dons. On the next play, Fanti and Julian 
hooked up again, Julian making the catch 
deep in the right corner of the end zone. 
Only 42 seconds remained after Knorr’s 
PAT and, with the score 21 -0, it was all over 
but the shouting. 

The second half produced more of the 
same. An interception by strong safety Bryan 
Corbin on the Mesa 43 set the stage for 
Fanti’s third TD pass to Julian, who made a

diving catch in the end zone with 9:45 left in 
the third quarter. The play covered 10 yards 
and the Dons led 28-0. 

Just two minutes later, the wheels came 
completely off for the error-plagued visitors 
when Trent Comer recovered yet another 
fumble on the Mesa 21. Leading Don rusher 
Alex Ripley cut outside for a 16-yard gain, 
and Kendrick Isles blasted through untouched 
for the last five. Knorr’s fifth PAT made it 
35-0. 

Ogas then cleared the bench, with Mike 
Guerrero replacing Fanti just before the quarter 
ended. Starting on his own 2, Guerrero 
engineered the Dons’ most impressive drive 
of the game. Three plays after hitting Ari- 
zona State transfer Tony Pena for 20 yards to 
the Dons’ 31, Guerrero lofted a strike to a 
wide-open Maurice Dixon for a 69-yard 
touchdown at 13:07 of the fourth quarter. 

The Dons scored their final TD when 
Mesa’s Jason Plavala shanked a punt from 
his own 20, giving the Dons possession on 
the 25. Dave Sandhu, the Dons’ third quar- 
terback, ran 11 yards on a keeper and Lito 
Soifua burst 15 yards up the middle for the 
final touchdown. 

Ogas gave the defense much of the credit 
for the win. “They did a super job,” he said. 
“We have lots of speed on defense this year 
which enables us to do a lot of different 
things.” The result: four pass interceptions 
and three fumble recoveries that turned an 
otherwise evenly-played game into a mis- 
match. 

As for the offertse, Ogas noted that “Fanti’s 
adrenalin was pumping at the start, but once 


he settled down, the offense got it together 
and did a great job.” 

Despite the lopsided score, the Olympians 
ran 80 offensive plays to the Dons’ 70, 
underscoring the importance of RSC’s de- 
fensive effort. Wiblebski was 15 of 28 pass- 
ing for 113 yards but had no touchdowns and 
four interceptions, three of which proved 
fatal. 

The opportunistic Fanti, on the other hand, 
was a modest 9 of 21 for 124 yards but had 
four touchdowns and no interceptions. 

Mesa’s Ervin led all rushers with 101 
yards on 19 carries. Ripley, a freshman 
running back out of Santiago High, led the 
Dons with 48 yards on 8 carries. 

The 49 points by the Dons was their high- 
est total since they scored 54 against San 
Diego City College in 1989. 

San Diego Mesa, which dropped its opener 
42-20 to Mt. San Antonio last week, fell to 
0-2. RSC, now 1-0, travels to Walnut to face 
Mt. SAC Saturday. Based on this week’s 
flawless performance by the well-balanced 
Dons, the Mounties will have their hands 
full.

OFFENSE 


~Most coaches agree that in order to establish a successful passing game you need to first make 
your mark on the ground. Last year, the Dons lived and died by this credo. 

Ogas’ teamwas able to establish a definite running threat by keying on a highly potent attack 
led by Estrus Crayton. 

Crayton’s natural ability allowed the Dons’ time to groom an inexperienced quarterback in Rich 
Fanti. By taking some of the pressure to make the big play off of Fanti’s shoulders, Crayton’s 
presence allowed the Dons to provide opposing defenses with a good mix of air and ground 
advances. This was evidenced by both Crayton and Fanti’s record setting seasons. 


DEFENSE 


While last year’s Don offense received considerably more ink than the defense, the later had 
a sizable number of its own standouts. 
- The strongest point to the defense was in the line with honorable mention All-American Dave 
Spoolstra and freshman Oscar Wilson. The two provided an excellent pass rush and highly effec- 
tive run defense, however, neither will return to the Dons this year. 

: Last year’s defensive backfield was also talent rich with Mike Noble who recently signed with 

lowa and Scott McMahon who led the team in interceptions. 

The Dons 1990 defense focused more on speed than size and was able to use this to their 
advantage against slower, bigger teams. E 


OVERALL 


With tremendous talent on both the offense and defense last year, it seems as ifthe Dons should 
have finished with a much better record than 5-5. 

However, the problem that the Dons ran into was getting everything to click at once. It seemed 
as if they could never get the running and passing or offense and defense to work in tandem. 
Also, for allthe talent the Dons had they also had their share of mediocrity. In some key positions 
like tight end_and receiver no one player really stepped up to take charge. This lack of leadership 
left the Dons putting more emphasis on their money positions, namely Crayton and Fanti.

OFFENSE 


Crayton is gone. but Fanti is back along with leading receiver Trent Julian and a host of other 
talented pass catchers. Fanti, with this type of receiving corps might be looking to the air 
considerably more often than he did last year. 

In Crayton’s absence, look for a more balanced running attack to complement the passing 
game. Under Crayton the Dons’ became almost one-dimensional in their running attack, with no 
other major threats in their offensive backfield. 

This year the Dons’ offensive line returns no starters but don't be fooled: this group has size and 
experience, and could be the school’s best unit in years. 


DEFENSE 


Spoolstra, Wilson and McMahon are gone but this year’s defense also boasts outstanding 
team speed. Linebackers Scott Strini and Damon Bland are back, as are defensive backs Gary 
Bladow and Bryan Corbin. The Dons are hoping that these players can provide the defense with 
the necessary leadership and experience to-earn RSC a bowl berth. Perhaps the weakest link 
in the Dons’s defense comes on the line which still seems to be a bit unsettled. The secondary, 
however, appears to be very solid. If RSC hopes to win this year they are going to have to play 
defense with the consistency of which they are capable. 


OVERALL 


Despite the loss of Crayton, the Dons should improve on their .500 record of last season. 

Fanti is back and has a solid corps of receivers to throw to including Sophomore Trent Julian. 
The offensive line is big and talented. With Crayton gone, more running backs will see action and 
a new star may emerge. 

Exceptional team speed on defense should produce more turnovers and better field position 
for the offense. If Fanti can turn these opportunities into quick scores, the Dons will blow some 
opponents out like San Diego Mesa. 

In terms of size, speed and quickness, this team is better balanced than the '90 Dons. If 
there are no key injuries along the way, RSC should return to post-season competition.
